BUSINESS OF ENCAMPMENT 
BEGINS. 


Reports of ConimaMclor-in»Cliief 
King and Other Officers Read 
—W hat Has Been Accomplish­ 
ed—Recommendations Made 


Denver, Sept. 7.~At the afternoon ses­ 
sion of the Grand A rm y General King, 
com thander-in-chlof. delivered his address. 
■When he cam e to th a t p a rt referring to 
the D aughters of V eterans' association, 
the m em ory of the loss of his daughters 
recently, all m em bers of the above asso- 
elation, overcam e him and he s a t down 
w ith tears stream ing down his cheeks. 
T he paragraph was read by P a s t Com- 
m andcr-ln-Chief W agenor. 


T H E REPO RTS. 


The address of the com m ander in chief, 
John R. K ing of Baltim ore, covered tilts 
record of «he adm inistration of th e late 
com m ander in chief, Wllmon W. Black- 
m ar, 
whose serv ice. covered 
elevcnt 
m onths of the Ierln for wliltjh lie was 
elected. 


"F rom the vcrv beginning of his term , 
Com m ander in c'lilcf B iackm ar’s purpose 
■was to do all th at m an eoukl do to eti' 
eouragc the several departm ents, parti 
cularly those th a t w ere w eakest or moBt 
•rem ote, and.- so far as lay In his power, 
infuse new life and energy und zeal into 
th o ir ranks, and givo to them added in­ 
sp ira tio n . to contlnm v brnvcly and man 
fully in th e g reat w ork they w ere carry 
in # on for God and country and hum an­ 
ity. 


"T he w ork of the com m ittee on penslorm 
bus been m ainly devoted to u rging J.he 
passage of a service pension ’bill. 
The 
num ber of certificates Issued in 1905 w as 
182,207- more than 30.000 in excess of the 
y ear before and »till m ore in excess of 
form er years. The large num ber wus duo 
to, the' operation of order No. 7S. the be- 
reau granting 12.13*5 original pensions and 
84,649 increased p^jnaions under the order 
Since the order w as issued April 13, 1904 
th e total num ber of allow ances under- it 
w as 65.612, m ost of them , how ever, hav­ 
ing been for increase. 
The pension roll 
now cotains the nam es of 684,608 su rv i­ 
vors of th e civil w ar, as ag ain st 630.792 at 
th e cioso of 1901. 
The deaths in 1906 of 
survivors of the civil w nr w ere 30,324. 


"V igilance m ust not be relaxed to pro 
v en t action by congress depriving our 
office holding com rades of their 
earned m eans pf livelihood. 
"T he observance of the exircises of 
.Memorial day has become so w idespread 
th a t a t the present tim e scarcely a city, 
tow n or village can be found In this great 
republic th a t does not in som e m anner 
pav trib u te 1 to tho. natio n ’s honored dead. 


•'If properly requested to do so by the 
encam pm ent, there w as little doubt th a t 
th e w ar departm ent would 
be willing 
t.o include In its estlm ntes for the fiext 
fiscal v ear an appropriation sufficient for 
the erection of an am ph ith eatre in A r­ 
lington, cem etery, an d also an appropri­ 
ation to p u t Lincoln’s G ettysburg ad ­ 
dress on tablets In all national cem e­ 
teries. 
“ W ith an active com m ittee a t work to 
this end, it was sa fe to ivssumo th a t the 
governm ent will soon establish an addi­ 
tional soldier«’ hom e in California. 


"T he W om an’s R elief corps still m aln- 
y tain s its position a s the rig h t hand of 
' th e G rand Arm y of tho Republic. Very 
few enterprises are undertaken by posts 
th a t these .patriotic women are not called 
; upon fo r assistance, and rig h t royally 
thev give it. 
"B adges, as ordered bv th e last n a­ 
tional encam pm ent, have been sen t to all 
arm y nurses whose addresses w ere furr 
-rtfsitedi b u t one th in g m ore needs to bo 
done for these noble women. 
They have 
been endeavoring for som e tim e to secure 
an in creaso ;o f pension. 
If the encam p­ 
m ent could contribute to th e success of 
i 
th e m easure it would be going a ldng 
w ay tow ard paying the debt of g ratitude 
th a t com rades owe to the arm y nurses. 


"T he Sons of V eterans is Increasing in 
num bers and influence, and is unques­ 
tionably destined to play an im portant 
p a rt in the fu tu re history of the land 
their fath ers saved. 


"Tho D aughter« of V eterans by com­ 
bining th eir Influence in such an organi­ 
zation as the N ational Alliance D augh­ 
te rs of V eterans can accom plish m uch in 
the w ay of inculcating in the mit\ds of 
children a love fo r the country and a 
loyal devotion to the flag as the emblem 
of national unltv and the rig h ts of m an.” 
Tho rep o rt of John R. ing as senior vice 
com m ander in chief contained tho fol­ 
lowing;: 


"The tim e Is passing when wc can hopo 
for a m aterial increase in our m em ber­ 
ship, y et there arc m any, very m any 
survivors of the union arim es of the civil 
■war who still hold aloof and fall to avail 
them selves of th eir eligibility to join the 
Grand A rm v of th e Republic. 


“In view of the g reat benefit the inilu- 
ence of our order has been to them in 
th e w ay of influencing legislation along 
th e lino of pension, enactm ents, it is 
surprisingly astonishing w hy there are so, 
m any who are w illing to reap the benefits 
of our' organized efforts, and y et rem ain 
outside 'Of our ran k s, leaving to a rela­ 
tively few* the burden of fighting for tho 
rig h ts of the old soldiers.”
